ORIGIN OF FATHER’S DAY 
The mother of Father’s Day is 
a motlier. She is Mrs. John Bruce 
Dodd of Spokane, Washington. The 
idea for “Father's Day” came to 
her one morning in 1909 as she was 
washing dishes while her son, John 
Bruce Dodd. Jr., gurgled happily 
beside her in a highchair. It was 
her way of honoring her lather 
who raised her and five motherless 
brothers. This was a natural ex­ 
pression of love, devotion and grat­ 
itude of this daughter toward her 
Dad, and as such it has touched 
the life of America. According to 
Mrs. Dodd, Father’s Day would 
be the way to fulfill the need of 
calling attention to Father’s place 
in the home, training the children, 
the safeguarding of the marriage 
tie, the protection of womanhood 
and childhood.

When the idea for Father’s Day 
came to her, Mrs. Dodd went to 
| her own m inister with it, and 
through him, to the Spokane Min­ 
isters Alliance which favorably re­ 
ceived it. She told of the love and 
sacrifices of her own father, Wil­ 
liam Smart, a Civil War Veteran, 
who reared his six motherless chil­ 
dren in an eastern 
Washington 
farm. William Jennngs Bryan was 
one of the first to give formal en­ 
dorsement to Mrs. Dodd's 
idea 
when he said, “Too much emphasis 
cannot be placed upon the relation 
between parent and child” , and 
complimented Mrs. Dodd on lier 
inspiration.

Father’s Day in 1924. 
Mrs. Dodd wanted Father's Day 
to be held on June 5th. her Fath­ 
er’s birthday, but there 
wasn't 
time for the ministers to prepare 
Sermons for the 
first 
Father’s 
D ay . and so the third Sunday in 
Juno was chosen. Since 1910 Fath­ 
er's Day has been celebrated on 
the third Sunday in June, and so 
this yaer. 1956. marks the <*6th an­ 
niversary of the First Father’s 
Day. 
Willaim Smart, her father, the 
man who inspired Father’s D a y 
died in 1919. but he lived long 
enough to see Father’s D a y be­ 
come a growing reality throughout 
the nation. 
Mrs. Dodd, who is now retired, 
was an active business woman in 
Spokane. Washington, where she 
still lives. Her husband, a life in­ 
surance company employee, died 
eleven years ago. and her only 
child. John Bruce Dodd. Jr., is as­ 
sociated with the National Park 
Service in the national capitol. 
It was also Mrs. Dodd who selec­ 
ted the rose as the official. Father’s 
Day flower—a white rose for re­ 
membrance and a red rose for 
living tribute.

Moral Logic 
“Should I try to keep my baby 
or let it be adopted?” is the tmo- 
mon cry of such young mothers. 
In arriving at moral decisions 
we use the rule that whatever 
does the most good for Hie most 
people over the longest period of 
time, is the right course of action. 
It gives the mother heartache lo 
part with her baby. But she would 
also suffer a lot of heartache if 
she kept it, because she would 
often see Hie social handicaps to 
her child which unwed mother­ 
hood produces. 
On the other hand, if she lets 
the baby be adopted, it will be 
happier in the long run, for it will 
have no stigma in the community 
which it must try to live down. 
The foster mother will also be 
delighted to have the baby and 
thus expend her normal maternal 
yearning upon it. 
And the foster father will also 
be happier to have a 
child 
to 
make his home life more normal. 
So baby foster mother and fos­ 
ter father will all three be hap­ 
pier while the real moHier will 
not be much unhappier in the 
long run. 
Indeed, without Hic baby she 
will be more likely to live down 
her mistake and marry success­ 
fully. So the wise plan is to let 
such a baby be adopted. 
It is generally better for the 
unwed mother thus to have a 
short period of intense heartache 
than to torture herself for many 
years with visible evidence of the 
disadvantage to her child when 
she keeps it. 
But to avoid these tragedies in 
the first place, don’t engage in 
Illicit sexual relations. Wait till 
yuo arc married.

Mr. Carroll said there are not so 
many lobbyist financed wild par­ 
ties and not so many delegations 
now in evidence, although lobby­ 
ists are just as busy and perhaps 
more effective in the legislature. 
Mr. Carroll said that 
from 
$100,000 to $150,000 is spent by 
a candidate for governor in Mis­ 
souri and some 80 million dollars 
by m ajor parties during presiden­ 
tial and congressional races. “Po­ 
litical campaigns are big 
busi­ 
ness. I doubt that many political 
contributions are donated by po­ 
litical war chests in the same spir­ 
it that governs tithing for church 
collection plates,” he continued. 
“The collection methods, objec- 
not religious in 
any 
political 
tives and anticipated rewards are 
sense.” 
Mr. Carroll stated that while no 
press agents were listed in the 
state manual, there were a host 
of them active in the capitol un­ 
der different titles. 
“While they are helpful in many 
ways in supplying desired infor­ 
mation, the m ajor stories in the 
capital must be dug out,” said 
Mr. Carroll. 
- “I believe the best medium to 
kep the people informed is the 
newspaper, supplemented by ra­ 
dio and television,” he continued. 


“Certainly not by political com­ 
mittee chairmen and spokesmen.”

John L. began his march back 
Into the AFL-CIO at exactly 1:25 
on th o afternoon of 
Thursday, 
Ju n e 7, in Washington. Lewis had 
just finished lunching in the m ir­ 
rored corner always reserved for 
him in the dining room of the 
Carlton Hotel. 
Slowdy, in that 
dramatic, measured step of his, 
he walked between 
the tables. 
Then he spotted an old friend, 
David Dubinskv of the Interna­ 
tional Ladies G arm ent Workers 
Union. 
They greeted each other. Lewis 
asked the crewcut, ebullient gar 
m ent workers’ leader if he could 
join him — with the graciousness 
which marks Lewis’ social life. 
T he TG-i-yc^ar-old miners’ chief has 
mellowed. 
For 20 minutes Dubinskv and 
John L. talked. The garment '.in­ 
ion leader kidded Lewis about the 
latter’s description of the AFL- 
CIO as a “rope of sand.” Lewis 
grinned. 
Dubinskv then asked Lewis to 
join the AFL-CIO. Lewis retort­ 
ed that he did not believe he was 
w anted. There were animosities, 
he said. He even believed there 
was a pact to keep him out. 
Dubinsky sadi this was not true; 
Lewis was most welcome. 
These two men from the pits 
and needle shops, now world fam­ 
ed. chuckled as Dubinsky admit 
Jed that some of his colleagues 
had rewritten history to make it 
seem that Lewis had practically 
nothing to do with American la­ 
bor. 
“ It reminds me of my 1931 trip 
to Russia,” Dubinsky told Lewis 
“ When I got to Moscow I went to 
th e Museum of the Russian Rev 
ohition. I wanted to see w hat Sta­ 
lin had done to Trotsky in the 
history of the Soviets. I couldn’t 
find a single picture or mention of 
this man who led the Red Army 
and who was one of the top rev­ 
olutionary leaders.” 
Then,, with prankishness which 
comes over Dubinsky when he is 
tw itting the giants, the garment 


w orkers’ chief said: 
“They could at least have put 
up one picture, and then run a 
line underneath it saying Trot­ 
sky w as an s. o. b.” 
Lewis laughed at the analogy. 
Dubinsky then told Lewis that 
the International Ladies Garment 
W orkers Union’s recent conven­ 
tion report gave Lewis full cred­ 
it for having helped build the 
AFL and for launching the CIO. 
Then Dubinsky said bluntly that 
Lewis would be welcom ed 
into 
the AFL-CIO. 
Today Dubinsky and m any of 
bis colleagues believe that Lewis 
will return shortly. 
After hearing of this conver­ 
sation, I checked 10 of the AFL- 
CIO’s top officials. All of them, 
including David McDonald, head 
of the United Steelworkers, said 
they hoped John L. would return 
soon. 
There w ere some leaders out of 
the old CIO, however, who w ill 
oppose Lewis* return. These men 
know that Lewis loathes Walter 
Reuther. Jim Carey, of the In­

But once Lewis decides to come 
back, he will find the door wide 
open. 
Once inside Lewis w ill make 
the sparks fly again. The public 
will know it fast enough, just as 
they did some years ago.

a mother. She i-; M:\-. John Bruce 
Dodd ol Spokane, Washington. The 
idea for “Father s Day ' came to 
her one morning in 1909 as she was 
washing dishes while her son, John 
Bruce Dodd. Jr., gurgled happily 
beside her in a highchair. It was 
her way of honoring her father 
who raised her and five motherless 
brothers. This was a natural ex­ 
pression of love, devotion and grat­ 
itude of this daughter toward her 
Dad. and as such it has touched 
the life of America. According to 
Mrs. Dodd. Father's Day would 
be the way to fulfill the need of 
calling attention to Father's place 
in the home, training the children, 
the safeguarding of the marriage 
tie. thp protection of womanhood 
and childhood. 


When the idea for Father's Day 
came to her. Mrs. Dodd went to 
her own m inister with it, and 
through him, to the Spokane Min­ 
isters Alliance which favorably re­ 
ceived it. She told of the love and 
sacrifices of her own father, Wil­ 
liam Smart, a Civil War Veteran, 
who reared his six motherless chil­ 
dren in an eastern 
Washington 
farm William Jennngs Bryan was 
one of the first to give formal en­ 
dorsement to Mrs. Dodd's 
idea 
when he said, “Too much emphasis 
cannot be placed upon the relation 
between parent and child", and 
complimented Mrs. Dodd on tier 
The Spokane 
Young 
Men's Christian Association put the 
Father's Day idea into active mo­ 
tion and Spokane, in 1910. was the 
first city to set aside a day for 
honor to Father. From a humble 
beginning, the day of remembran­ 
ce grew to national importance 
with President Wilson having a 
| Father's Day button pressed in the 


j White House in 1916. and with 
I President Calvin Coolidge recom- 
i mending national observance

- Father's Day in 1924. 
Mrs. Dodd wanted Father’s Day 
to bo held on June 5tli. her Fath­ 
er's birthday, but there 
wasn't 
time for the ministers to prepare 
Sermons for the

Day. and so the third Sunday in 
June was chosen. Since 1910 Fath­ 
er's Day has been celebrated on 
the third Sunday in June, and so 
this yaer, 1956. marks the 46th an­ 
niversary of the First Father's 
Day. 
Willaim Smart, her father, the 
man who inspired Father’s Day 
died in 1919. but he lived long 
enough to see Father’s Day be­ 
come a growing reality throughout 
the nation. 
Mrs. Dodd, who is now retired, 
was an active business woman in 
Spokane, Washington, where she 
still lives. Her husband, a life in­ 
surance company employee, died 
eleven years ago. and her only 
child, John Bruce Dodd. Jr.. is as­ 
sociated with the National Park 
Service in the national capitol. 
It was also Mrs. Dodd who selec 
ted the rose as the official. Father’s 
Day flower—a white rose for re­ 
membrance and a red rose for 
living tribute.

We feel 
these are important enough to re­ 
peat for the benefit of those who 
have the ballot—whether they use 
it or not: 


The level of citizenship will be 
lifted, he said, when someone de­ 
vises an appeal that will close 
the gap between votes cast in an 
election and those eligible. 
“Some legislator might get It 
done 
with a law depriving indi­ 
viduals of the privilege of vot­ 
ing for a penalty period for not 
voting within a designated num ­ 
ber of elections,” he said. 
“It 
would be explosive—and 
prob­ 
ably would retire the legislator.” 
Mr. Carroll said there are not so 
many lobbyist financed wild par­ 
ties and not so many delegations 
now in evidence, although lobby­ 
ists are just as busy and perhaps 
more effective in the legislature. 
Mr. Carroll said that 
from 
$100,000 to $150,000 is spent by 
a candidate for governor in Mis­ 
souri and some 80 million dollars 
by major parties during presiden­ 
tial and congressional races. “Po­ 
litical campaigns are big 
busi­ 
ness. I doubt that many political 
contributions are donated by po­ 
litical w ar chests in the same spir­ 
it that governs tithing for church 
collection plates,” he continued. 
“The collection methods, objec- 
not religious in 
any 
political 
tives and anticipated rewards are 
sense.” 
Mr. Carroll stated that while no 
press agents were listed in the 
state manual, there were a host 
of them active in the capitol un­ 
der different titles. 
“While they are helpful in many 
ways in supplying desired infor­ 
mation, the m ajor stories in the 
capital must be dug out,” said 
Mr. Carroll. 
“I believe the best medium to 
kep the people informed is the 
newspaper, supplemented by ra­ 
dio and television,” he continued.

Lewis had 
just finished lunching in the m ir­ 
rored corner alw ays reserved for 
him in the dining room of the 
C arlton Hotel. 
Slowdy, in th at 
dram atic, m easured step of his, 
he wa liked betw een 
the tables. 
Then he spotted an old friend. 
David Dubinsky of the Interna­ 
tional Ladies G arm ent W orkers 
Union. 
They greeted each other. Lewis 
asked the crew cut, ebullient gar­ 
m ent workers* leader if he could 
join him — w ith the graciousness 
w hich m arks Lew is’ social life. 
The 76*ydhr-old m iners’ chief has 
mellowed. 
For 20 m inutes D ubinsky and 
John L. talked. The garm ent gn- 
ion leader kidded Lewis about the 
la tte r’s descrintion of the AFL- 
CIO as a “rope of sand.” Lewis 
grinned. 
Dubinsky then asked Lewis to 
join the AFL-CIO. Lewis reto rt­ 
ed that he did not believe he was 
w anted. There w ere animosities, 
he said. He even believed there 
w as a pact to keep him out. 
D ubinsky sadi this was not true; 
Lew is w as most welcome. 
These two m en from the pits 
and needle shops, now world fam ­ 
ed. chuckled as D ubinsky adm it­ 
ted that some of his colleagues 
had rew ritten history to m ake it 
seem that Lewis had practically 
nothing to do w ith A m erican la­ 
bor. 
“ It rem inds me of m y 1931 trip 
to Russia,” D ubinsky told Lewis.
